FATAL COLLISION. 


THE LOS ANGELES EXPRESS 
PARTLY WRECKED. 


A Mall Clerk and Several Others 
Killed—The Disaster Caused 
by Running Into a 
Work Train. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jun 

Associated Press.| The north bound 
Los Argeles express, due in this city 
at 11:15 this forenoon, collided with a 
freight train near the switching yards 
at Port Costa, shortiy before 10 o’clock. 
The crash was a serious one, the loco- 
motives of both trains being badly 
smashed, and the mail and express 
cars of the Los Angeles train tele- 
scoped. 

A brakeman named Jordan on the 
freight train was killed, and Engineers 
Moore and Abbey were both injured 
and both firemen were hurt. Mail 
Clerk Spurgeon was killed. 

The wreck occurred south of Port 
Costa switching yards. While the Los 
Angeles passenger train was approach- 
ing the station a gravel train consist- 
ing of fifteen cars was on the main 
track and the passenger train crashed 
into it while moving at a high rate of 
speed, ugh an attempt was made to 
stop the train by the aid of air brakes. 

OAKLAND, June 15.—The collision 
occurred on the single track between 
Port Costa and Martinez near the cou 
bunkers of the Black Diamond Coa! 
Company. The Los Augeles express 
was going toward the pier and the 
gravel train carrying gravel] for the 
new San Ramon branch was running 
toward Martinez. There is a double 
curve in the road. Evidently neither 
engineer saw the other train approach- 
ing until just before the collision. The 
engines came together with a terrible 
crash, both being badly damaged. 
The mail car of the express train was 
smashed. No other cars of the express 
train were damaged. Ten flat cars 
piled up. 

William J. Jordan, a brakeman on 
the gravel train, was sitting in the cab 
with the engineer, and was pinned 
down by the engine and killed. 

C. H. Spurgeon, a mail clerk, was 
badly injured and died on the train on 
the way to Oakland. ‘Tbe body was 
taken to the Oakiaod morgue. 

James Abbey, engineer of the Los 
Angeles express, had a hand injured. 
The injury is slight.

SCENES OF HORROR. 


Details of the Disaster in 
Switzerland. 


The Latest Estimate Places the Num- 
ber of Killed at Eighty.

Hundreds Frightfully Mangled—Fresh 
Deaths Kvery Hour. 


Basle Becomes a City of Mourning 
—The Grim Work of Recover- 
ing the Dead Actively 
Prosecuted. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Berne, June 15.—iBy Cable and 
Associated Press.] The total number 
of people who lost their lives yesterday 
by the collapse of the railroad bridge 
on the Moenchenstein Railroad is now 
placed at 120, with hundreds more or 
less injured. Another account of the 
disaster says that fifty-seven bodies 
are already recovered, and that forty 
persons are severely wounded. It is 
feared many others are dead whose 
bodies have not been found. The 
victims are mostly leading citizens of 
Basle and its neighborhood. 

Heartrending scenes were witnessed 
in Basle today when the bodies of a 
large number of victims were taken 
there by the sorrowing relations, for 
representatives of a majority of the 
best families of Basle were among the 
killed and injured, Several families 
are practically wiped out of existence 
by the disaster, the full extent of 
which is not known even at this hour. 


Basle is how a scene of bitter desola-

been touched by the calamity, for 
those families who have not actually 
lost one of their members have lost 
friends or acquaintances either amoung 
ihe dead or among those who are 
mourning the loss of relatives. Those 
who were wounded include so many 
whose injuries are fatal that almost 
each hour records another d -ath or au- 
other case in which the physicians give 

up all hope of saving the patient’s life. 

Everything the local and municipal 
autuorities can do tohelp the wounded, 
recover the dead or assist those in dis- 
tress, is being done. Ciergymen and 
physicians, a large torce of troops 
and firemen, and scores of vehicles to 
be used as ambulances, have been 
dispatched to the scene of the 
wreck. Troops and firemen are 
busily engage@ in removing the 
wreckage, recovering the bodies of 
the dead and transporting the wounded 
to their homes or to the hospitals. 
Physicians and ministers of the gospel 
are doing noble work in administering 
to the wounded and comforting the 
bereaved. The neighborhood of the 
collapsed bridge now resembies in many 
features the after scenes of a battle. 
the closing acts in some warlike strug- 
gie. Still more so was this the case 
lust night, when the river banks were 
illuminated by huge fires. 

Troops and firemen are working un- 
ceasingly, dragging the river tor the 
dead, nursing the wounded and keep- 
ing guard around the spots where it 
was not thought advisable to admit 
the crowd of people who bad flocked to 
the scene from every village in the 
canton. The work of the soldiers in 
dragging the river is greatly impeded 
by the fact that the stream is consider- 
ably swollen by melting snow. 

Thus the waters have carried away 
many bodies and several days’ dredg- 
ing will be required before the soldiers’ 
work will be complete. That ‘‘some- 
body is to blame“ for the accident no- 
body doubts, but the people are so’ 
taken up with the present duty that 
the question of blame is postponed 
for the present from official considera- 


tion. 


Shortly after the first horror of the 
crashing of the engines and cars 
through the bridge and into theswiftly 
running stream had died away, the 
survivors saw a scene which rivaled in 
horror the most heartrending features 
of the Johnstown disaster. Beneath 
what remained of the bridge was a 
hideous mass of broken car wood, car 
wheels, engines, etc., intermingled 
with still quivering heads, bespattered 
with blood and. brains, protruding 

logs, bloody garments of all 
descriptions, hats and bonnets, umbrel- 
las and parasols; while floating down 


the stream were numbers of dead bod- 


ies and faintly-struggling men, women 
and children, a few now and then ut- 
tering horrible cries. After the first 
moment of partial paralysis of action, 
which followed the revelation of this 
horror, the survivors did their utmost 
to rescue those whose lives were in 
danger.

Some Points About Our 
Present Supply. 


NOTES FROM MOUNT WILSON. 


The Doings of a Day Chronicled— 
Edwin Hoffman’s Injuries 
End in Death— Per- 

sonal Mention. 


Asa result of the joint meeting of 
committees representing the Lake 
Vineyard Land and Water Company 
and the Pasadena Water Company, 
held on Saturday, the matter of fur- 
ther developing the present water sup- 
ply has been referred to the compan- 
jes’ attorneys to agree upon the neces- 
sary contracis to provide for the proper 
prosecution of the work. The com- 
panies are both heartily in favor of the 
project, and it can be positively as- 
serted that the work will be completed 
this summer. 

This important matter has been be- 
fore the public for some time past. 
They have read about tunnels and all 
that sort of thing, and yet we venture 
the assertion that comparatively iew 
of the said public reaily kuow much 
about what it all means, Few, in- 
deed, know just where the source of 
our excellent water system is. The 
following tacis, as obtained from a 
personal inspection of the places men- 
tioned, in company with two water 
directors, are likely, therefore, to prove 
of general interest. ° 

Of course every one knows where 
the Devii’s Gate is. Standing on the 
past bluff above, one sees below him to 
the southeast a steeply-sloping bank, 
covered with green iviiage, that indi- 
cates the presence of water. No 
water, however, is visible, aud yet 
from this bank gushes forth an inex- 
haustible flow that supplies all of 
Pasadena and suburbs. These are the 
celebrated Fiutverwill Springs, whica 
one of the directors told the reporter 
he would rather possess than an in- 
come of 3100. 000, and he meant it. 

These springs consti ute practically 
all of the present supply, of which the 
pany owns seven-tenths 
and the west-side company the remain- 
ing three-tenths. Iu summer tempo- 
rary dams are built across the stream 
that flows through Devil’s Gate, and 
water is piped to the main not tar 
away. The umount of water thus ob- 
tained is not large, and in winter the 
dams are washed away, and the supply 
from this source is wholly cut off. 
Hitberto the supply has been ample, 
but to provide against any possible 
scurcity of water incident to the town’s 
growth, a pian of further development 


by tanneling bas been decided upon. 


The tunnel will start ia a northerly 
direction from near where the greut 
body of the water makes iis appear- 
ance. The work will be carried on 


under the direction of a competent 


engineer, and the plan will be to strike 


the main stream of the springs. 
If thse is not accompiisbed 
the tunnel will be cut through 
the high bluff until it strikes 


the arroyo stream some distance above 
Devil's Gate. From this source then 
a much larger body of water can be 
obtuined than at present and there 
will be po dams and other apparatus 
to be washed out iu winter time A 
second tunnel will be cut along the 


‘bluff south of the springs to protect 


the main pipe leadiug into the sand 
box from floods. 

This in brief is a summary of the 
work mapped out. The newly devei- 
oped supply, itis thonght, will prove 
sufficient for all demands that willever 
be made upon it.

WINS HIS SUIT. 


Royal Secures a Judgment 
Against Dennison. 


END OF A SENSATIONAL CASE. 


Judge Wade’s Opinion Setting Forth 
in Detail the Points at Is- 
sue — History of the 

Transaction. 


Judge Wade yesterday rendered his 
decision in the case of A. W. Koyal against 
G. L. Dennison, judgment and findings 
being ordered in favor of the plaintiff. The 
case was tried and submitted in May last. 
and at the close of the testimeny the Court 
took occasion fromthe bench to severely 
criticise the plaintiff, A. W. Royal. for the 
manner in which he had.testified at the trial 
of a former suit against Dennison. Fear- 
‘ing that he would be arrested for perjury, 
Royal went away, leaving ne clew as to his 
whereabouts. His disappearance caused a 
considerable sensation at the time, and 
searching parties were instituted by his 
friends for the purpose of finding his body, 
it being supposed that he had waudered 
off and died from exhaustion. After an 
absence of nearly two weeks he was finally 
located up in the Ojai Valley by Detective 
Fred Smith and subsequently brought back 
by his friends. 


opinion: 

THE OPINION. 
This is an action of ejectment, wherein it 
is sought to recover possession of a certain 
lot described in the complaint, in which the 
disputed questions of fact are about as fol- 
lows: 

Piaintiff contends that the demanded 
premises were surrendered to the possession 
of defendant under certain contract of sale, 
or exchange, by which plaintiff was to re- 
ceive a certain interest in a transaction 
with reference toa piece of property, which 
tor brevity’s sake will be designated as ths 
Bryson lot, that consequently the defend- 
aut failed to perfect his negotiations in ref- 
erence to the Bryson lot; there was an 
agreement by defendant to take the de- 
manded premises at a valuation of $4000 to 
be paid in casu. The plaigtiff and defend- 
aut agreed substantially with reference to 
the negotiations in regard to the Bryson lot, 
but at that point there isa desided diverg- 
ence and dis:g®eement as to the testimony, 


the property to be exchanged the lot was to 
be paid for in cash, and tue defendant con- 
tends that as a substitute for the original 
agree ment the lot was to be paid for by the 
conveyance of four lote in tue San Pasqual 
tract. For obvious reasons, which were 
sufficiently explained at the bearing of the 
cause, defendant’s version of the substita.ed 
contract must be accepted as true, and it 
will be found as a tact in this case that 
plaintiff agreed to cunvey the demanded 
premises tu the defendant in exchange for 
ihe four lots above mentioned. Awother 
fact in regard to which the piaintiff aad de- 
feudant disagree has reference to money 
received by piaintiff from defendant after 
defendant had taken possession of the de- 
inanded promises. Plaintiff contends tnat 
ihe money so received was received in part 
paymentof the purchase price; while the 
defendant contends that it was money 
ioaned, Inthis respe.t defendant is cor- 
roborated by certalo receipts taken at the 
time, in which the money passing bet vo 
them was acknowledged by pieintiif asa 
loan from defendant. 

Defendant set up an equitable defense to 
the action of ejectment, which may ba 
briefly stated as an averment that we de- 
manded premises were purchased by de 
fendant, or received uuder « verbal con- 
tract to purchase, fullowed by immediate 
possession under the terms of the contract 
to purchase, and that he has ever since re- 
mained in possession; also that he has been 
ever since ready, willing and able to carry 
vut his portion of the contract by convey- 
ing to plaintiff the four lots in the 8 
— i tract as agreed by him to be con- 
veyed. 

his answer seems to be taken by piain- 
tiff, to some extent, as a cross-compiaint, 
but it is not necessary to 80 Consider it. 
For the purposes of this action it wul be 
governed substentially by the same rules 
that apply toa bill iu equity seeking equit- 
able relief upon the same ground that this 
matter is set up as a defense. In order to 
maintain such a defense it is not suflicient 
for defendant to allege that he has been

Lucius Dennison, to whom, as appeared by 
the evidence, he had conveyed the Sau Pas- 
qual lots together with other property sub- 
sequent to his agreement with plaintitf and 
prior to the time fixed by his own testimony, 
when he demanded the conveyance from 
plaintiff, and first offered to convey the 
premises agreed by him to be conveyed. It 
also appears in evidence that prior to the 
execution of this deed by Lucius Denuison, 
which he now tenders, a judgment of this 
Court was duly given and made setting 
aside the conveyance from defendant to 
Lucius Dennison of this property as having 
been made in fraud of creditors. It further 
appears that the defendant never has ob- 
tained the legal title to the premises in ques- 
tion, but at the time he made this contract 
for the exchange of properties he only 
held an equitable interest in the San Pas- 
qual lots, under a contract of purchase: 
bat that contract bas never been executed 
by conveyance to him. The only attempt 
to execute this agreement was by a convey- 
ance from the party holding the legal title 
to Lucius Dennison. The deed from bim- 
self to Lucius Dennison being set aside 
woud leave the equitable title, subject to 
the terms or the contract of purchase, in 
defendant, subject, however, to the lien of 
certain judgments obtained against, him.

all that he can do in the execution of the 
contract of exchange between himself and 

laintiff, and that the evidence introduced 
1as shown his ability to perform in the best 
possible light. Taking defendant’s testi- 
mony, however, as true upon all points of 
dispute between himself and plaintiff, it 
does not appear to the Court that be has at 
any time since the commencement of these 
negotiations been able to carry out the 
terms of the contract of exchange batween 
himself and plaintiff, however willing and 
ready he may have been to execute deeds 
or to tender deeds executed by other per- 
sons. Now plaintiff has parted with 
the possession of his property, for which he 
has, according to the defendant’s testi- 
mony, received no c mpensation whatever; 
but the possession ofthe demanded prem- 
ises being surrendered under a parole con- 
tract to convey, at a epecific valuation of 
$4000, which is admitted on both sides (the 
only difference between the partics being 
thatthe one claims it was payable ln cash, 
and the otherin real property.) and there 
being a failure on the part of the defend- 
ant to carry out the termasofthe contract 
on his part, plaintiff is entitled to be re- 
stored to the possession of his property un- 
conditionally. He,on his part, has ten-
